SAYS WOMEN DID NOT 
VISIT FRANK’S OFFICE 


Lawyers for State and Defense 
in Frequent Clashes During 
the Testimony of Frank’s 
Assistant at the Factory. 


By far the best day the defense in 
the Frank trial has had came to a 
close Saturday afternoon at 12:30 
o’clock when a recess was taken until 
§ o’clock Monday morning, at which 
time Herert Schiff, assistant to Leo 
M. Frank, will again be on the stand 
to undergo a thorough cross-examina- 
tion at the hands of Solicitor Dorsey. 

Schiff’s direct testimony Saturday 
was of a convincing nature and the 
defense will largely bank on it to dis- 
prove the idea that Frank could have 
committed the murder and afterward 
done the intricate mathematical work 
he claims to have done during the aft- 
ernoon of Memorial day. Just how 
Schiff’s testimony will stand up under 
the cross fire of Solicitor Dorsey is a 
question which Monday alone will an- 
swer. Thus far his testimony has 
been the most convincing of any that 
has been introduced by. the defense. 
He is an extremely bright young man, 
ready with his answers and he pos- 
sesses a good memory. When court 
adjourned Saturday Solicitor Dorsey 
had failed to shake him on any ma- 
terial testimony or point. 


Never Seen 
Women There. 
Schiff testified that it had been his 
practice for many months to work at 
the factory on Saturdays and that he 
vad never seen any women visit Frank 
except his wife. If women had come 
there he would have seen them. 
He stated that he did not know C. 
B. Dalton, the man who swore he had 
frequently visited the factory with 
Daisy Hopkins for immoral purposes. 
He knew Daisy Hopkins, however. 
The financial sheet which Frank as- 
serts.he made out Saturday was 
brough: into court and was identified 
by Schiff. He said the handwriting 
was normal. In great detail he ex- 
plained the various items that enter- 
‘ed into the making of the financial 
sheet, such as production, cost of pro- 
duction, kinds of material used, etc. 
Many mathematical calculations were 
necessary to make out the sheet, he 
said, and the work required the ex- 
penditure of several hours. 
Schiff also gave important testi- 
mony as to the actions of Jim Conley 
on the Monday following the murder 
and said he (Conley) was very nervous 
and excited during the presence of the 
“crowd and had remarked that he 
would gtve-a million dollars if he had 
‘a white man’s skin. 
_ He was questioned as to the chute 
$n the rear of the building and asked 
if it would be possible to throw a 
/person’s body down it. He replied 
“that it would. 
He was questioned as to Thanksgiv- 
‘ing da:—the day Conley swore he 
watched for’ Frank-—and the wit- 
ness said he remembered the day 
perfectly, that it was snowing. He 
said Conley had come to the factory 
that day according to instructions to 
pile up some boxes. He and Frank 
‘nad lef: the office together and he 
nad seen Frank take the Washington 
‘street car about 12 o’clock.

It Is Said, However, That the 
New York Governor Will | 


Make an Early Statement 
About Charges. 


LEGISLATURE IS CALLED 
TO CONSIDER CHARGES 


One of Accusations Against 
Sulzer Is That He Commit- 
ted Perjury — Suggested 
That Sulzer May Resign. 


Albany, N. Y., August 9.—No state- 
ment was forthcoming from Governor 
Sulzer today concerning the _ revela- 
tions made by the Frawley legislative 
committee. The governor remained at 
the executive mansion during the fore- 
noon andinthe afternoon, left with Mra 
Sulzer for a motor trip into the coun- 
try. He was expected back some time 
tonight. 

Although the governor has given no 
intimation as to when he may issue 
ae statement in explanation of his cam- 
paign contributions and stock trans- 
actions, his friends predict he will be 
heard from next week. Chester G. 
Platt, the governor’s secretary, said 
the executive would have nothing to 
Say until the committee had completed 
its work, and as Senator Frawley has 
indicated that the committee has gone 
far enough into the governor's affairs, 
a statement is looked for soon. 

Legislature Meets Monday Night. 

The legislature will meet Monday 
night, and all members have been noti- 
fied to be present, 

Lewis A. Serecky, former confiden- 
tial secretary to the governor, who 
refused to testify concerning campaign 
contributions of the executive, may be 
summoned before the bar of the house 
to explain his position. Senator Eckvy 
has told his friends he will go to jail 
rather than divulge information con- 
cerning the executive. 

The Frawley committee is expected 
to meet prior to the legislative session 
Monday, and may decide to present a 
report which will set in motion the 
machinery for the impeachment of the 
governor. If such action Is taken the 
matter will be presented to the assem- 
bly, the body which will formulate the 
impeachment, 

A committee will consider any 
charges and a proposed impeachment 
must have the votes of a majority 
of the assembly before it can be laid 
before the senate and the court of ap- 
peals, which sit as a court of impeach- 
ment. 

Politics of Impeachment Court. 

Removal by impeachment requires 
the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members present. The senate at the 
beginning of the year was composed of 
thirty-two democrats, sixteen repub- 
licans and one progressive. The dem- 
ocrats lost Senator Roosevelt, who re- 
signed when appointed assistant sec- 
retary of the navy, and Senator Stil- 
well, who was convicted of soliciting 
a bribe. The Progressive Senator Sa- 
lant was unseated and a democrat 
took his place. 

There are seven elected judges of 
the court of appeals. All except one, 
Judge Werner, are democrats. This 
gives the democrats 87, one less than 
two-thirds of e full membership. 

There is much _ speculation as to 
what the attitude of the republicans 
will be in event of an attempt to im- 
peach the executive. Senator Elon R. 
Prown, minority leader, is a member 
of the Frawley committee, but has not 
atended its sessions. Governor Sulzer 
is said to have secured counsel. 

At the capitol today thére was a 
suggestion that the governor might 
avoid further action by the legislature 
by resigning. 

His friends asserted he had no such 
intention.

“WE'VE GOT ENOUGH ALREADY,” 

DECLARES CHAIRMAN FRAWLEY 

New York, August 9.—Members of 
the joint executive committee which 
concluded its investigation here yes- 
terday of Governor Sulzer’s campaign 
contributions, began today drafting a 
report which it will submit to the leg- 
islature on Monday with reference to 
testimony adduced showing that the 
governor had speculated in the New 
York stock market, using therefor, 
campaign contributions which he fail- 
ed to include in his sworn statement 
as required by law. 

In the opinion of Chairman Fraw- 
ley, of the committee, and of Eugene 
Lamb Richards, counsel, no other 
course than to recommend impeach- 
ment proceedings is open to the inves- 
tizwators. 

Whether the committee will subse- 
quently return to New York to in- 
quire further into the governor’s Wall 
street deals will be discussed by the 
committee at a meeting to be held in 
Albany on Monday prior to the con- 
vening of the legislature Monday 
night. Chairman Frawley said yes- 
terday: 

“We've got enough already.” 

Charges Against Sulzer. 

According to Mr. Frawley the com- 
mittee report will consist cf the rec- 
ord of the evidence, a digest of what 
the committee believes it has proved 
and probably recommendations as to 
what action should be taken thereon.

WILSON WANTS HUERTA 
TO REDEEM HIS PLEDGES 


The President Makes It Clear 
Huerta Will Not Be Recog- 
nized—Mission of Lind Ex- 


plained to Senators. 


Washington, August 9.—Two hours 
of conference tonight between Presi- 
dent Wilson, Secretary Bryan and the 
senate foreign relations committee 
brought about no change in the atti- 
ture of the administration toward 
Mexico. 

President Wilson took the senators 
into his confidence far enough to out- 
line the following: 

That John Lind, his special envoy 
to Mexico City, does not bear any so- 
lution of the present situation, but 
goes to continue this government’s ef- 
fort to induce Provisional President 
Huerta to redeem his promises for free 
and constitutional elections. 

That under no circumstances does 
the administration propose to recog- 
nize the Huerta government, 

That Mr. Lind has gone to Mexico 
City to be the “eyes and ears” of the 
Washington administration on the 
ground, and to explain the attitude of 
this government when he has fully 
familiarized himself with the situation 

That by withdrawing Ambassador 
Wilson and sending Mr. Lind the pres- 
ident planned to have a man 
on the ground who was in sympathy 
with the administration here, and was 
in no sense a factor in the situation 
in Mexico City. 

President Talked Freely. 
These policies and suggestions of 


the president and. Secretary aad 
came out in general discussion. 


was made clear that the purpose of | 


the conference was @o establish more | 
frank and intimate relations between 
the senate and the administration, in 
the development of the Mexican policy, 
and in the furtherance of this idea 
the president talked freely and an- 
swered many pointed questions. 

While the president disclosed no defi- 
nite plan for the pacification of Mexico, 
the implication remained that upon 
Lind’s reports would depend to a large 
extent the future policy of this coun- 
try. 

There was practically no talk of 
lifting the embargo on the importa- 
tion of arms into Mexico which some 
members of the committee believe 
would put a speedy end to the diffi- 
culties. 
Intervention Not Necessary. 

meeting tonight was entirely

members of the committee added a 
word here and there. Of the twelve 
men present only two senators, Smith, 
of Arizona, and Stone, are out-and-out 
believers in a policy of ultimate In- 
tervention. President Wilson was 
firmly of the belief that intervention 
will not be necessary, 4nd some mem- 
bers of the committee who went to 
the white house disturbed in mind 
came away with the belief that per- 
haps much of the recent talk in the 
senate had been unwarranted.

Lind Mission to Fail. 

It is regarded as a foregone con- 
clusion in political circles, therefore, 
that the mission is bound to fail un- 
less the suggestions to be made by 
Mr. Lind take some other form. 

Neither Americans nor Mexicans 
here are able to imagine a plan which 
could be acceptable to the Mexican 
government which contemplates medi- 
ation in any form by the United 
States. 

A logical speculation was put forth. 
by an American resident tonight, who 
said he had grounds for the belief 
that the Washington government 
would propose through ex-Governor 
Lind that elections be held in all sec- 
tions of the country under the aus- 
pices of a commission of foreigners, 
not including the United States, but 
possibly representing two European 
‘nations and one South American 
country. 

This plan, however, would meet with 
strong opposition on the part of the 
Mexican government, whose declared 
opposition to intervention in any form 
extends to all nations. It is regarded 
likely, nevertheless, that Mexico could 
submit with better grace to such a 
proposal than the one embracing 
mediation by the United States only. 

No Anti-Lind Outbreak Likely. 

The reply of Mantel Garza Aldape, 
acting foreign minister, to Secretary 
Bryan’s second note recommending 
moderation on the part of the Mexi- 
can officials and requesting that judg- 
ment be withheld respecting Mr. 
Lind’s mission, has cleared the atmos- 
phere of apprehension regarding his 
reception at the capital, which was 
Created by rumors traceable to no

Many Cities and Towns Face a| 


Water Famine—Crops 
Burning. 


~ Kansas City, August 9.—Reports of 
suffering from heat and drought in 
Missouri, Kansas and Oklahoma reach- 
ed here in greater numbers today than 
at any time since the period of intense 
heat set in nearly a week ago. 

Cities and towns over the three 
states, and especially tn Kansas,' are 
harrassed for want of water. Several 
towns are shipping in their water by 
freight. In others low wells have 
caused disease. 

Reports of burnt crops come from 
all sections, and in some of the dis- 
tricts- hardest hit the impossibility of 
laying by a winter's food for live stock 
promises to prolong the suffering. 

Six new horse fountains in various 
sections of Kansas City were ordered 
installed today after complaints had 
reached the water department that the 
crush about the olq fountains was so 
great in some instances that the whole 
street was blocked to rraffic. 

Records at the fire department heaa- 
quarters show that drought has more 
than doubled the number of fires. 

Todey’s weather reports were an- 
other round of high temperatures. In 
Kansas the mercury again climbed 
above the century mark. Thermome- 
ters in some parts of the state regis- 
tered as high as 108. 

Three deaths due to heat were re- 
ported in Kansas today. Few pros- 
trations occurred because farmers and 
other outside workers have suspended 
operations. Farmers are doing the 
work that is absolutely necessary, 
such as providing feed and water for 
live stock and digging cisterns and 
Pipe lines to conserve the water on 
hand. 

Poultry raisers have suffered 
sevérely from the drouth on account 
of the shortage of feed and wate: 
Chickens are being rushed to market 
and sold at a sacrifice. One firm at 
Leavenworth sold 30,000 pounds of 
poultry this week and will make an- 
other similar shipment in a few days. 
Dealers say the country districts will 
sell practically all their poultry with- 
ing the next week if present condi- 
tions continue. 

At Leavenworth a temperature of 
108 was reached today. Practically 
all streams in Leavenworth county are 
dry and fthreshing operations have 
been abandoned on account of the 
Water shortage.

Distiller Grubb Is Shot While 
Using Knife on Mrs.

Spencer, N. C., August 9.—Henry 
Clay Grubb, a wealthy and prominent 
citizen of Rowan county, 
death early this morning in his home 
at Churchland, near here, by his wife, 
Mrs. Emma Grubb. Grubb lived an 
hour after the shooting. Mrs. Grubb 
is in a critical condition. 

According to Mrs. Grubbs’ statement 
the dead man came home at 1 ¢clock 
this morning from Salisbury and was 
under the influence of intoxicants. She 
says her husband attacked her with a 
knife. She is severely cut about the 
breast, rieck and shoulders and one 
ear is almost severed from the head. 
In the encounter Mrs. Grubb says she 
seized a revolver from a table nearby 
and fired three shots, two of which 
pierced Mr. Grubb’s breast, and the 
third entered the abdomen. Grubb 
lived less than an hour, dying shortly 
before 2 c'clock.

SPECIAL ENVOY LIND 
REACHES VERA CRUZ 


Vera Cruz, Mex., August 9.—Ex- 
Governor John Lind, of Minnesota, the 
personal representative of the presi- 
dent of the United States and coun- 
sellor of the American embassy at 
Mexico City, landed on Mexican soil 
late this afternoon, and went direct 
to a hotel in Vera Cruz. When he will 
leave for the capital has not yet been 
determined, but it will not be tonight. 

Both the ex-governor and Mrs. Lind 
were tired this evening, and he made 
no haste to rush into the stronghold 
of Provisional] President Huerta, al- 
though the delay in doing so will be 
/but a day or twp at the most. 
| The’ people of Vera Cruz gave no 
{Intimation of any desire to indulge in 
‘a demonstration of disapproval of Mr. 
Lind’s coming. His landing was wit- 
;nessed by only a small group of the

iwho had watched from the piers the 
battleship New Hampshire, on which 
he made the trip from Galveston since 
the vessel anchored shortly after noon. 

Some slight apprehension was felt 
by foreigners here that a popular man- 
ilfestation might be held tonight, it 
being feared that the thousands of 
laborers with their pockets filled with 
their week's wages might preve good 
material for agitators, but loca] au- 
thorities assured Mr. Canada that any 
attempt at disorder, would be sup- 
pressed. 

Message From States Department, 

A message from the state depart- 
ment was handed to Mr. Lind as soon 
as the New Hampshire anchored, and 
with Dr. William Bayard Hale, who 
also is in Mexico as a personal repre- 
sentative of President Wilson, he went 
over it carefully. Both appeared to 
be impressed with its contents, but 
they were non-committal as to its 
character. 

Mr. Lind’s call of courtesy on Rear 
Admiral Frank F. Fletcher, aboard the 
flagship Louisiana, resulted in no dis- 
cussion of his mission, the ex-governor 
maintaining the same reserve regard- 
ing his instructions that chasactavined 
him on other occasions. 

With the expectation that Mr. Lind 
would go ashore soon after the arrival 
of the New Hampshire a small crowd 
gathered at the pier, but there was no 
sign of open hostility. 

Acting upon instructions from the 
federal authorities at Mexico City the 
local officials had issued orders to pre- 
vent any demonstration, but apart 
from adverse opinions privately ex- 
pressed, the public appeared almost 
apathetic, 

There was not even a casual meet- 
ing between ex-Governor Lind andthe 
authorities of Vera Cruz. Captain 
James H. Oliver, commanding the New 
Hampshire, was not obliged to call on 
General Gustave Maas, commander of 
the federal garrison, as his boat has 
been out of Mexican water only a few 
weeks, and until he does call on Gen- 
eral Maas the military commander wi!'] 
not visit the American. warship. 

Lind Not to Be Hindered. 

Unless instructions to the contrary 
are received from the capital, Mr. Lind 
will proceed to Mexico City without 
hindrance. Dr. Hale will accompany 
the ex-governor to Mexico City. 

Dr. Hale has been’ in Mexico two 
months as personal representaive of 
President Wilson, but he has never ad- 
mitted his Washington connection, 
which may explain why the Mexican 
zovernment has not interfered with nis

Brooks County Farmers Organ- 
ize to Ascertain Exactly What 
They Are Accomplishing.

The farmers of Brooks county have 
set on foot, in the organization of the 
Hickory Head aAegricultural club, a 
movement in which the state depart- 
ment of agriculture is taken no small 
interest and hopes to be able to en- 
courage among the farmers 
counties. 

The Hickory Head club jis composed 
of the owners or managers of thirty- 
two farms in Brooks county, who have 
organized themselvess for the purpose 
of ascertaining exactly what they are 
accomplishing and to better that ac- 
complishment each year. J. G. Stan- 
ley is president of the club. The fol- 
lowing report from T. J. Wilson, a 
member .of the club, has just been 
Submitted to the agricultural depart- 
ment: 

“Hon. J. D. Price, Commissioner of 
Agriculture, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Mr. 
Price: Per your request will inclose to 
you reports from thirty-two farms 
of the Brooks County Hickory Head 
Agricultural club. There are a few 
more which I have been unable to get. 
However, here is the grand total, to 
wit: 

*“Cotton—Acres, 
yield, 778 bales. 

“Corn—~Acres, 9.615; 
yield, 48,377 1-2 pounds. 

‘“Oats—Acres, 2.078; 
yield, 22,346 bushels. 

“Sugar Cane—dAcres, 
Pective yield, 869 barrels 

“Sweet Potatoes—Acres, 
Prospective yield, 8,352 bushels. 

“Pinders—Acres, 2,2 prospective 
yield good. 

“The club owns 45 horses, 146 mules. 
488 cattle, 239 turkeys, 3,885 chickens, 
2,550 hogs, to root the above 
acres of pinders. 

“This is the record for 1913. Please 
keep it on file so that we may tell 
whether or not we are advancing.” 

The department of agriculture be- 
lieves that if it were possible to ob- 
tain this kind of information from all 
the counties in Georgia it would make 
it possible for all agencies working 
for agricultural development to direct 
their efforts a great deal more in- 
teligently and has’ asked the privi- 
lege of suggesting the use of the 
Hickory Head club report forms to 
other communities.

Joining German Rhine and 
Sea--It Will Cost $200,000,- 
000 and Aid:in War. 


August 2.—Germany wants to 
divert the mouth of the Khine from 
Holland to her own territory. She 
wants to make a second mouth to the 
Rhine which will lie In Germany terri- 
tory, and thereby to cut out the Dutch 
and the Dutch port of Rotterdam, 
which at present have monopolist 
control of Rhine traffic can stop 
all Rhine commerce in of war.

This would make It possible for 
most European steamers to go up to 
the Rhenish-Westphalian industria] 
district, and to Cologne.

The Dutch, Ger- 
mans complain, put obstacles in the 
way. They prefer to keep the big 
ships at Rotterdam, and to gain the 
profits of trans-shipment, storage and 
other business, and they spend much 
less money on improving their part 
of the channel than is spent by Ger- 
many. 

At present Rotterdam gets the lion's 
share of the Rhine traffic. This traf- 
fic is big. Of the trade between Hol- 
land and Germany 6,000,000 tons go 
by railroad, whereas 30,000,000 go by 
river. Through Rotterdam go 18,000,- 
000 tons. As a result Rotterdam is 
increasing at a quicker rate than any 
German port ;its tonnage increase in 
the last three years was double that 
of Hamburg, and considerably more 
than that of Antwerp. The commerce 
is German, but the profit is Dutch. 
Thus only a fifth of the Rotterdam 
Shipment is German. German firms 
have to keep offices and agents in 
Rotterdam. Naturally they reason 
that if German Bmden could be turn- 
ed into the chief Rhine seaport, al] the 
profits reaped by the Dutch would be 
kept in Germany's purse. 

Various plans, other than the Rhine 
diversion, have been put forward 
against -Rotterdam’s -monopoly.

As against the Suez can- 
al’s 10 metre depth the Kiel canal’s 
11 metres and the Panama’s 12.5, the 
New Rhine will be at first 10 metres 
deep with the possibility of increasing 
the depth to 12 metres. Such an in- 
crease will be a Simple matter of 
dredging, as the New Rhine will be 
without locks. Its Sreat depth will 
make it easy to keep the channel free 
of ice, and this wil] give it a great 
advantage over the ‘Mass and Waal. 

Emden is chosen as the New Rhine 
Seaport, because it is Germany’s most 
westerly maritime center 4nd it is 
nearer than any other port to the Ger- 
man Rhine and to the Rhentsh-West- 
phalian industries. The question at 
what point inland the New Rhine shal] 
diverge from the Old Rhine is not 
finally settled.

Buy a Corn Sheller. 


(T. B. Parker, in The Progressive 
Farmer.) 


It will soon be fodder-pulling time. 
What are you going to do about it? 
Statistics show us that as fodder is. 
generally pulled, the injury to the 
corn is as much as the fodder is 
worth. Do not be in too big a hurry 
to pull the fodder. Wait until the 
corn is hard. But a better plan is—if 
you are prepared to handle the crop 
that way—to cut the corn, put in 
well. made shocks of about 200 stalks 
each, let st cure out thorughly and 
shred it. Of course, this is impracti- 
cable, if there is no shredder in your 
neighborhood. But why not get your 
neighbore together and start a little 
co-operative movement and buy a 
shredder and engine and shred the 
corn in the neighborhood. This will 
be much cheaper than pulleing fodder 
and will enable you to save and util- 
ize all the corn plant instead of only 
a part of it.

Harriman shares 
were under steady pressure, likewise 
Reading and Smelting, while special- 
ties like International Paper prefer- 
red, Virginia-Carolina preferred, Mex- 
ican Petroleum and American Express 
fell 1 to 2 points. 

Unfilled tonnage figures for July, 
as submitted by the United States 
Steel Corporation after the close of 
the market, showed a decrease of 
practically 408,000 tons and marked 
the seventh successive monthly reduc- 
tion this year. The volume of busl- 
ness reported today—5,339,356 tons-—Ijs 
over half a million tons less than 
that of a year ago. 

The bank statement threw little 
light on the week's monetary opera- 
tions, actual loans increasing $5,649,- 
000, while the cash gain of $1,157,000 
was below most estimates.

REVIEWS OF THE WEEK 
IN AMERICAN MARKETS 


COTTON. 

New Orleans, August 9.—The net change in 
prices, as the result of the week’s trading in 
cotton, wes a decline of 15 to 16 pointe The 
high prices of the week were made on Thursday 
and the low prices on Saturday. At the highest, 
the trading months were 3 to 5 points over last 
week's close, at the lowest, they were 19 to 20 
points under, the range was 22 to 25 points. 

The market fel] off at the week-end on hope of 
rain in the western map over Sunday. It was 
@ weather market the week through, with the 
drouth in Texas and Oklahoma the mein sustain- 
ing influence. Both states sent in alarming re- 
ports of deterioration, as the result of the dry, 
hot weather that has been prevailing over 4 
wide and important cotton-producing area for 
é60ome time. Reports from the eastern belt were 
most encouraging, and indicated that the crop 
was doing well under copious rains. These ac- 
counts, in some measure, balanced the unfavor- 
able reports from the western belt. 

The market was held down merely by the 
lack of buying powzer. Houses that make a 
speciaky of hedge trading claimed that they 

ere doing next to no business. Speculation for 
the rise was absent, and moderate selling served 
to hold the merket down. On the whole, it was 
a dull week, with a very émall vgfume of busi- 
ness transacted.

FINANCIAL 

New York, August 9.-—The notable feature 
of the week's stock market hes been the manner 
in which the advance in price& persisted in the 
face of unfavorable factors. Uncovered bears who 
sought to take advantage of these factors to 
close their contracts by buying found that no 
important selling was induced. Speculative 
sentiment evidently held the balance of influ- 
ence to be in favor of values. 

The most serious matter the market had to 
contend with was the damage to the corn crop. 
Even the government report Friday was held 
not to cover the full amount of harm from the 
drouth, which went on after the date of the 
report. The indifference shown wes due partly 
to knowledge of the large reserves of corn from 
last year’s crop. This fact did not prevent a rise 
in corn to the season's highest, thus affording 
another offaet to the farmers’ loss from  de- 
creased yield. Corn, in fact, sold higher than 
wheat in many portions of the corn belt. Still 
more effective ig the offest of the abundant 
wheat yield. Enormous marketings of grain bore 
further testimony to confidence in the supplies. 
This was a potent factor also in building up 
railroad traffic (which made July gross earnings 
@ record on western railroads) in liquidating 
Srain billig at the banks and in sustaining 
the volume of export trade.

Industrial news was interpreted 
optimistic spirit. Against a drop in July pig 
iron production was set the development of the 
new buying and firmer prices. The lowering 
of prices of finished products, it was urged, rep- 
resented no actual decline from prices realized on 
present output, which covers old contracts before 
schedule rates were advanced. Concessions from 
schedule rates, however, are relied on tm bring 
new orders, thus promising to correct the loz 
shown in United States Steel's unfilled orders 
The higher prices of copper similarly fortified 
the epeculation against the fear of a large addi- 
tlon to gtocks of refined copper for the pre- 
ceding month. 

Undoubtedly the prevailing hopeful spirit comes 
from larger cauges at work in all markets. Money 
conditions became easier everywhere. The Balkan 
peace treaty was taken as the main incentive 
for this. It is expected to set a definite end to 
a stupendous rate of destruction of capital, and 
will eet the forces of repair at work. Obviously 
a great task of financial reconstruction is to 
be faced. Return of confidence. however, is ex- 
pected to release hoarded funds: The London 
money market is receiving timely assistance by 
receipt of gold from South America. 

The determination of the secretary of the 
treasury to depoit surplus funds in southern and 
weetern banks brings increased offers to lend 
in the money market. Demand for mercantile 
paper is notably increased, owing to the de- 
cision to accept it as collateral security for gov- 
ernment deposits.

upon cotton for their maintenance and 
support and getting thetr grain and 
hay from the west, and ‘just so long 
as this condition of affairs exist they 
will never be a prosperous pepole. 

I do not know of a farmer in our! 
county who has made a practice of 
raising plenty of grain and hay for 
his own use, who is not independent 
today and knows nothing of what the 
people call hard times, and those who 
have grain and hay to sell always 
have good bank accounts. 

RAISE GRAIN. 

If every farmer in Georgia would 
raise enough grain and hay for his 
own use and then a little to spare, the 
banks would have more money in them 
than they could use, and would be 
looking for a place to invest it and 
a good man could borrow money at 5 
per cent, and doing the fellow that he 
borrowed it from a favor. 

I dare say that there is not a far- 
mer in Georgia today that has not 
bought and will not have to buy a 
single dollar’s worth of grain or hay 
but what could go to the bank and 
borrow what money he actually needs, 
and the banker would not dare ask 
him for security in the face of the 
tightest money market thatwe have 
known for years. 

I believe that the bankers and mer- 
chants would be doing the farmers a/|! 
favor if they would refuse to assist 
them when they did not make grain | 
and hay sufficient to supply their own |! 
farms. Merchants as a rule do not en. | 
courage farmers to raise anything ex- 
cept cotton. When the farmer enters 
the store about the first question that 
is asked him is, how is your cotton 
crop? The cotton crop is first in the 
merchants mind because he knows that 
the farmer is depending o nthat to 
the farmer is depending on 
is getting. 

In the Summer of 1911 I 

Sentleman from South Carolina out 
into the country to show him a afrm 
that I had an Option on to try to 
sell it to him. He was out looking 
for a farm, the place that I Was 
showing was offered at $317.50 per 
acre. After looking over the place 
pretty. thoroughly and saying all the 
eood things I could about it and more 
too, ew came to a little farm that 
joined this place, and to show him: 
what a bargain I had offered him I 
remarked to him: 
-“There is a farm that I do not De- 
lieve could be bought for $50 per 
acre.’ About that time I saw the farm- 
er Standing in his front yard, and I 
called him to come out and meet my 
South Carolina friend and his pros- 
pective neighbor. We had talked but 
a short while before I asked him what 
he would take for his @¢arm. He 
answered me promptly, “It is not for 
sale,” 
I said to him, “TI understand you 
do not want to sell it, but Suppose 
vou could get $35 per acre for it, 
would you not be interested.” He re- 
plied, ‘‘No, sir, I would not take $50 
In fact, it is not for sale at any 
price,” 

That gentleman had shipped a car 

of gratn and hay just a few days 
befOre that, and had more for sale 
If Georgia were full of just such 
farmers as that, tnstead of our lands 
being worth from $10 to $50 per acre 
they would be worth from $50 to $200, 
and there would be leSs land for Sala 
than there is tOday, and we could 
do business in GeOrgia on a cash 
basis and sell goods. And tnt!l our 
farmers get on this Dasis we Can 
never prosper as we should. 

ABOUT FERTILIZERS, 
IT want to call 


your attention just 
a moment to what I consider the 
preatest curse the south has today | 
I know that there are Many people} 
who do not agree with me, but the | 
day is coming when you will if you 
live long enough, And that ts com- 
mertial fertilizers. I do not want you 
to get the idea from what I say 
that I do not believe commercial fer- 
tilizers inereaSe production.

SOME EXPERIENCE.

1910. That was the poorest crop year 
in the memory of even our oldest citi- 
zens, but my farm furnished the larg- 
est’ per cent of the total receipts that 
it had ever furnished that year. We 
made only 64 bales. I made a better 
crop than any of my neighbors, I 
again went to my fertilizer dealer and 
asked him how he accounted for it. 

“Oh,” he said, “fertilizer did not pay 
anyone this year, but if you keep that 
up you will get caught.” 

Yet I told him that I. had such a 
good time for two years that I was 
going to try it the third and I did. 
The result was that in 1911 I made 94 
bales, the largest crop of any of the 
four years. You remember this was 
the bumper crop year, when we piled 
up 16,000,000. 1 then asked my fer- 
tlizer man how he accounted for my 
cfop that year. His reply was that 
anything would make cotton that year. 
Each of these three vears we gave 
some attention to home fertilizer. Now 
what | would impress upon you ts the 
importance of home fertilizers, the 
most neglected and most needful erop 
in Georgia today. 

Now [ come back to the real issue. 
How can bankers and merchants best 
direct their influence toward greater 
diversity of crops? I believe that I 
have the correct solution and it igs so 
simple that we all can see it. 

After I had accepted the invitation 
t? make a talk on this occasion, I | 
began, as the merchant would say, to 
take stock. I made a careful inven-' 
tory of the merchants, bankers and / 
other business of the town and I found 
that more than 60 per cent of them 
were farmers. I looked over the other 
towns of the county and practically ' 
the same condition existed. I then be- | 
gan an investigation to learn what! 
portion of the farm lands were owned | 
by these men The investigation | 
showed that nearly, if net- fully, 50° 
per cent of the farm lands were owned | 
by them. And I have no doubt that

| The Grand Old Man of Georgia | 


By Sam W. Small. 

The critical sketch of Robert Toombs by 
Jamaliel Bradford, Jr., in the Atlantic Month- 
ly magazine for August, is about as clean and 
appreciative in phrase 
and tone as could be ex- 
pected from one who 
never knew the “Old 
Lion of Wilkes” in the 
flesh. 

Mr. Bradford, being 
the son of an early and 
violent abolitionist, 
might easily be expect- 
ed to show some of the 
personal prejudices of 
his paternal obsessions, 
but being a trained and 
modernized critic he Is 
happily superior to his 
regional antipathies. He 
warmly admires and ex- 
tols the purity and the 
patriotic principles that 

were fundamentals of 
the character of Alex- 
ander H. Stephens. RKe- 
lying upon his faith in 
truth and wisdom of Mr. Stephens he 
most of his conclusions concerning 
the character and conduct of Robert Toombs 
from the testimony of the former, corrob- 
orated by sidelights from other contempor- 
ary witnesses near to particular Toombsian 
activities. 

Mr. Bradford essays honestly to present 
a pen-picture of General Toombs that will 
adequately suggest bis superior intellectual 
powers, his inflexible honesty, his compelling 
eloquence, and his irrepressible daringness 
of spirit. All these he presents artistically. 
But his principal purpose seems to be to 
put the acute accent upon the futility of all 
those high qualities to lift General Toombs 
to the plane of permanent achievement and 
the pedestal of a definite fame. In his view 
the great Georgian always fell down a long 
wavy short of his ambitious goal, or weak- 
ened by stubborn vagaries the vigor that 
by concentration would have won imperial 
and imperishable victories. 

To those who knew General Toombs closely 
and were familiar with his purposes and 
methods Mr. Bradford’s portrait is a disap- 
cartoon. It would be impossible 
one of them to write across the, 
paper the invitation “Ecco homo”! 

General Toombs was not a constructor. 
His mind, though trained to analytical ex- 
ercises, was never mechanical. He was not 
born or tra‘ned to direct a gang of railroad 
builders or to personally conduct a corps of 
sappers and miners. He was an aristocrat 
in ambitions: an autocrat in habit, and a 
heretic in mental independence. His inbred 
instinct was to command and coerce, not 
to be led, or tamely to follow persons OF 
precedents. His vision was not penetrative, 
but panoramic. He foresaw the conclusion 
of moving events, and his so-called failures 
to change these conclusions by skill and 
strategy were readily chargeable to his pro- 
visions of inescapable results. 

He saw secession and the civil war from 
afar. He did not want either; he wanted 
that righteousness should prevail; and he 
saw righteousness sacrificed to the arbitra- 
ment of war. Therefore he embraced war 
and did all that his spirit and courage could 
do to make it successful to his side of the 
issue. And his belief that war would not 
produce righteousness was justified by both 
and its aftermath. 

After the war, being utterly unable to 
reverse his convictions, he became almost a 
political Philip Nolan—‘“‘the man without a 
country’—save that General Toombs lived 
the residue of his life to love and serve 
Georgia! How nobly and unselfishly he did 
serve her would require a respectable vol- 
ume to record. His his living monument to 
this hour is the incomparable steel-princl- 
pled frame-work of the constitution of 1877. 
That work was a magnum opus—a success 


equivalent to fame!

ment appropriation to build a ship canal 
to it. 

Noah had a kind heart, and from time 
to time offered the least disreputable of his 
neighbors jobs as deck hands, but they only 
jeered at him, called him Barnum, and asked 
him where his show boat was going to make 
its first stop and who had the bill-posting 
privileges.

Typhoid germs are principally carried 
from the typhoid patient to a well person 
by means of flies and infected water, milk 
dust and food. From a person sick with 
typhoid millions of these bacteria are 
passed from the body in the bowel and 
urinary discharges. Unless these discharges 
are disinfected at once and the germs killed 
flies may light upon them and get the germs 
tangled up in their (the flies’) feet and 
carry them to the food that well people 
have to eat, or the infected discharges 
may drain into the water supply. The 
milk may be contaminated by infected 
flies or by infected dust, or the milk con- 
tainers may have been washed with 
taminated water. Oysters or clams which 
have been fattened in streams into which 
sewers empty may have typhoid Azerms on 
them, and if the oysters or clams are eaten 
raw they may convey the disease It is 
said that the perspiration from typhoid vic- 
tims contains bacilli; therefore, the bedding 
Should be boiled or fumigated and the bath 
water disinfected after the bath is given. 
either by a chemical disinfectant or by 
boiling. Those handling typhoid patients 
should thoroughly wash and disinfect their 
hands after they have touched the patienr. 
and it is, of course, highly important that 
the patient should have his own spoons, 
drinking glasses, etc., and that these he 
bolled or placed in chemical disinfectants 
before they are used again by others.

Here is an actual letter received the 
other day by a clergyman in Derby: 

“Dear Sir: The fact that bankers are 
unwilling to allow one to overdraw 
their account without security is what 
can only be expected, owing to tne 
business methods in which banking is 
conducted. 

“Ts those unable to meet the require- 
ments of the bankers I shall be pleased 
to cash in sums from £50 up- 
ward for a short or long period at a 
special reduced interest to the clergy 
only, without security. Repayments Dy 
monthly or quarterly 
upon my own special 
clients’ own 
completed by post—no interview is nec- 
No charge of any description 
unless business actually completed. 

“All communication absolutely pri- 
vate and confidential. 

“It has become necessary to state 
that my special reduced tnterest is 
quoted only to the clergy. Yours faith- 
fully, J. MOSS.” 

As a rule, the victims seldom dare 
to resist skylock's aemands in the 
courts. for that means the exposure, to 
which was the reason for the 
loan. When they do judges usually re- 
duce the claim to repayment of the 
principal and interest at 60 per cent per 
annum, holding 60 per cent is fair re- 
muneration for the risk undertaken. 

Even this, however, is taken ad- 
vantage of by the lenders while deal- 
ing with inexperienced people. How 
this {s done was told to me the other 
day by a London county court judge 
who continually has suits against 
small borrowers tin his courts. He 
ited a typical example which came 
before him the other day in which a 
small shopkeeper was tempted by an 
alluring letter to apply for a loan 
The circular stated that fifteen month- 
ly payments of 1 pound, 13 pence and 
4 shillings—about $8.33—would pay off 
a bill or promissory note for 25 pounds 
— $125. This looked, of course, like 
a philanthropic transaction, in which 
no interest was charged. When the 
time came for an interview, however, 
it was carefully explained to the bor- 
rower that he would only receive 17 
, pounds—-$85—for his note for 25 
pounds, but that this deduction only 
' represented about 30 per cent interest 
‘on the loan, while the couffB allowed 
‘60 per cent. Not being a financier, 
ithe tradesman believed what was told 
‘him and concluded the bargain. 

“Now,” sald my friend the judge, 
| ret us see What happens. The bor- 
rower has the use of 17 pounds for 
one month only at the end of which 
he pays 1 pound 13 shillings 4 pence, 
'This leaves 15 pounds 6 shilling 8 
pence, of which he has the use for 
one month when a second installment 
reduces it to 13 pounds 13 shillings 
4 pence, and so on. When all these 
sums are added together we find that 
he has had the use of 95 pounds 6 shil- 
lings 8 pence for one month, which is 
equivalent to the use of 7 pounds 19 
shilling for a year. But he has paid 
§ pounds for the accommodation, 
which, of course, works out at more 
than 100 per cent.”

One of the most notorious of London 
money-lenders was the late Sam Lewis 
who left an immense fortune when 
he died, much of which eventually 
came to London charities on the death 
of his widow. Lewis made a special- 
ty of bleeding wealthy young scions 
of aristocracy and he was referred to 
by Lord Newton who declared that a 
young relative of his fell into Lewis’ 
clutches and only got out by paying 
more than three times what he had 
borrowed. Sam Lewis, however, was 
regarded as one of the straightest 
money-lenders of his day in London, 
and cases are on record in which he 
refused to accept more than ordinary 
commercial rates of interest in cases 
of real hardship. 


The Intelligence Service. 

One of the most iniquitous phases of 
the money-lending evil is what may 
be termed the money-lenders’ intel- 
ligence service. I know of a case in 
which a money-lender actually 
proched a bank manager and offered 
him a handsome commission if he 
would supply the names of customers 
of the bank who had overdrawn their 
accounts or were in difficulties. In 
this case the offer was indignantly 
refused, but there can be no doubt 
that in others it has been accepted. 
The touting letters too often come at 
the psychological moment to be the 
result of mere coincidence. 

This also opens up another phase 
ofthe business which Lord Newton's 
bill will not touch.

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IRELAND'S CRUSADE 
AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS 


Women of Emerald Isle Aiding 
m Improving Its Health 
Conditions. 


The Countess of Aberdeen, ruler of 
Ireland, is president of the Women’s 
National Health association, of Iire- 
land, and deeply interested in promot- 
ing the upbringing of a healthly and 
vigorous race. 

The objects of this assoctlation are 
to arouse public opinion, especially 
that of the women of Ireland, to a 
sense of responsibility regarding the 
public health, and to spread the knowl- 
edge of what may be done ifn every 
home and by every householder, to 
cuard agatnst disease and to eradicate 


‘tt when !{t appears 


Its foundation was larrely due to the 
distinct tendency to an Increase in the 
already high death rate from tnbercu- 


jlosis {in Ireland, and to a general de- 


terforation in the physical health of 
the risine generation, 


ee 


The general standard of health was 
unsatisfatcory. owing largely to the 
fact that a large proportion of the 
healthy young men and women emit- 
erated to America, leaving the more 
feeble to carry on the race. 

Direct Appeal to Women. 

There was a curious apathy and feel- 
ine of hopelessness on the subject, and 
‘t was felt that the only way of arous- 
ing the country would be to make a 
direct appeal to the women In whose 
hands the remedy really tay. 

The Women's National Health asso- 
clation, ably directed by the Countess 
of Aberdeen, has carried on a health 
campaign which has meant a cam- 
paign in the interests of general good 
health. 

Tt has taken part not only tn the 
rreat anti-tuberculosis fight, but en- 
deavors to promote good health, and 
the welfare and happiness of the homes 
of the people by every possible means. 

Tuberculosis Exhibitions. 

The first step taken by the Women’s 
association to arouse public opinion 
was the formation of a tuberculosis 
exhibition, following the example of 
similar undertakings in the United 
States and on the continent. 

Two exhibitions were formed, and 
later on a traveling caravan, to visit 
outlying parts that could not afford a 
visit from the exhibition 

In every place a local committee was 
formed to work in a co-operation with 
the central committee in drawing up 
attractive programs of lectures and 


nonstrations.

Is the name of John Howard Payne, 
1791-1822, associated in historic sig- 
nificance with Georgia? Are there 
Places in Georgia unnoted, unmarked 
and, generally speaking , unknown.

EEK Salad—Cut the white part 
of young leeks into small, equal 
sized pieces. Scald a large to- 

mato, remove the skin, leave until 
cold and cut into thin slices. Wash 
a head of lettuce, break off the leaves 
and arrange them on a fancy dish. 
Put in the sliced tomato and then the 
leeks. Mix together oil and vinegar, 
using more of the former, dust in 
pepper and salt, and pour over the 
salad. If desired, garnish with a few 
taragon leaves and small tomatoes 
before serving. 


Chiffonde Salad—This is named 
from its dressing rather than for its 
base, which may be of lettuce, 
maine, chicory, tomatoes, beets or 
celery in season.
